INTERESTING NORTH CAROLINA 


SETTLEMENT. 


People from the Italian Mountain Re- 


gicna Have Introduced Their Home 
Customs In Their New Home—Are 
Happy and' Prosperous. 


(Special Correspondence.)* 


There are In tho United States to- 


day three Interesting settlements of 
Waldenses. thu Protestants of tho 
Italian mountain regions, followers of 
Puter Waldo, of Lyons.' There are 
Betllemcnts In Missouri and In Utah, 
but thu largest and most promising 
centers'about tho town of Valdese, In 
Burke county, N. C. • •• ' 


The sufferings which the forefathers 


of these peculiar Immigrants endured 
in Europe for centuries proved them 
to be almost saints. 
In 1CG5 there< 


•was a massacre by order of the Duko 
of Sa%'oy. which was more terrible 
than the recent one at KUhlnefr. The 
Waldunses then lived In the valley of 
Lucerne, and were a prosperous and 
Iiappy people. The masuacro was by 
Pledir.ontese soldiers, led by a Mar-1 
qulse dl Planezza, and lasted for eight j 
days, resulting In three hundred indi- 
vidual murders and wholesale slaugh- 
ter besides. 
• Women were carried 


about Impaled on spikes. Men. women 
and children were Hung from preci- 
pices, hacked, tortured and roasted 
alive. 
The heads of some of the 


dead wero boiled and the brains eaten, 
It Is related. The fugitives were hud- 
dled In'crowds, high among the moun- 
tains, moaning and starving, and not a 
few, -women and Infants especially, 
perished amid the snows. 


Among the rulers aroused to protest 


•was Cromwell of England. Milton was 
drawn to write his Immortal poem 
•which begins. '"Avenge, O l.ord! Thy 
fllanghtored saints." France took a 
hand and threatened. The result was 
the treaty of- Plgnerol, which restoretl 
tho Waldenses to their former privil- 
eges. For many years they have been 
living as peacefully an any other Ital- 
ians. The valleys of tho Alps have 
become crowded, however, and tho 
tariff put on beef by the French gov- 
ernment cut off their stock raising 
profits, so It was decided to establish 
colonies abroad. 


One of the missionaries sent out in 


3893 to flnd new homeVfor the over- 
plus was the Rev. Tloflll Gal, who 
finally wandered Into tho Blue Rldgo' 
mountains In the neighborhood of Mor- 
jgantown. He carried back a favorable 
report and was followed by n commit- 
tee of three farmers, who arranged to 
buy three . thousand acres of cheap 
mountain land, to be paid for on year- 
ly payments extending over twenty 
yearn. The time *s only hajf up. ^et 


most or 'the little farms 'navo Tieen 
paid for and the last debt will bo re- 
moved, It Is suld, by the end of tho 
coming yoar. 


Eveu the traveler, passing through 


on the Southern railroad, notices -tlio 
difference when the train stops at 
Valdese. 
Tho. people are too small 


and swarthy for mountaineers of tho 
"tar heel"_type. The language Is a 
terrible mixture as yet. Tho children 
and more apt of tlio elders 
speak 


Burke county English, which would 
be a source of eternal joy to an artist 
In dialect. The others speak French 
and Italian, and a mixture of both. 


They aro strange people, and their 


rough Carolinian neighbors have more 
than one cause of wotr'.erment. No 
Valdese man has ever been lu court. 
None has ever been known tc bo In- 
toxicated, even by accident, yrt they 
make, drink and sell wine. The men 
really-like to work, which Is all but 
Incomprehensible to the 
truo "tar 


heel," and the women are ns strong 
as the men. 
Most wonderful of all, 


however, Is the way they have mado 
crops grow on Hiirlso county hillsides. 
They get fronrfiftoeii to .twenty btuih- 
els of wheat out of acres that never 
before yielded vnoiiKh to pay for cul- 
tivating. Their vineyards have made 
many other acres green, fragrant and 
profitable.

Reports-that tho 111!- 
nolB operators are seeking a reduction 
have been circulated and the conven- 
tion will go on record as resisting 
any attempt to cut down the present 
scale. The annual agreement will ex- 
pire April 1, and If by that time a 
new scale satisfactory to the work- 
men has not been agreed on the lead- 
ers say a general strike of the Illi- 
nois miners will be declared. , 


Strike May Result. 


The Illinois operators adjust tho 


ecalo for the local district after tho 
national operators

with the national board of the United 
Mine Workers. 
No agreement wau 


reached In the negotiations at *ndl- 
annpolls last month, nnd because of 
this the Illinois operators have done 
nothing regarding the scale for this 
district. While It is expected that ad- 
justments will be made by April 1 
Bomo of the miners are growing anx- 
ious regarding the outlook, and the 
matter will be discussed during tho 
next few days In the convention. 


W. D. Hyan. secretary of tho Illi- 


nois district, cald: "The Illlnos min- 
ers will net submit to a reduction In 
wages. 
Everything must bo nettled 


by April 1 or -1-1,000 men will strike. 
I expect things to be settle:! by that 
time. Of course there are six weeks 
left before tho present scale explrds, 
but It In high time that we were be- 
ginning to look into the matter."
